WAR OUTPUT IS 
EQUAL TO AXIS 


New York. Dec. 5 (AP) — The 
United States now la producing the 
engines of war in a volume equal 
to the combined combat armaments 
production of the Axis powers, the 
American people ware informed to­ 
day by Donald M 
Nelson, War 
Production board chief. 
Speaking at the closing meeting 
of 
the 
National 
Association of 
Manufacturers last night, Nelson 
reported also that the total output 
of combat armaments produced by 
the United Nations Is twice that of 
their enemies. 
He made it clear, however, that 
the striving for Increased production 
is not over. By the end of 1943, he 
predicted. America alone will pro 
duce almost as great a volume of 
combat armament* as ail the rest 
of the world combined, and its 
production will be "nearly twice as 
large as that of the Axis ” 
By then, total United Nations pro­ 
duction "w’ill be nearly three to 
one ahead of Axis production,” Nel­ 
son said. 
Henry J. Kaiser, west coast ship 
building wizard, told the 4,000 in­ 
dustrialists attending the associa­ 
tion meetings "that preparation for 
our life after the war” should begin 
at once. 
He said that industrialists must 
show the way to a decent standard 
of living for the country, or "sur­ 
render to the social politicians w-ho 
have little to offer save an ultimate 
bankruptcy.”

Philadelphia, Dec. 5 (AP)—The 
Pennsylvania Supreme court in a 
to 3 decision held yesterday that 
the state’s 1941 Judgment deficiency 
act was constitutional as It applied 
to Judgments entered before the act.
